Certification No. 08C-076 for the East Tecolote Canyon Pipe Encasement 
Protection project. 

The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (Regional 
Board) is amending the East Tecolote Canyon Pipe Encasement Protection project, 
Certification number 08C-076. This amendment has been requested by the City of San 
Diego to replace a map of the establishment mitigation area dated September 13. 2005 
with a modified map, dated February 9, 2009. 

The City of San Diego submitted an out-of-date Conceptual Mitigation Plan with the 
application for Water Quality Certification. As a result, the issued Certification 
incorrectly identifies the intended mitigation areas for this project. The submitted 
Conceptual Mitigation Plan for the Canyon Sewer Projects Within San Clemente 
Canyon, prepared by Merkel & Associates, Inc., stated that 2.13 acres of wetland 
habitat would be created at three sites adjacent to San Clemente Creek. Actual wetland 
habitat created totaled approximately 2.77 acres and only two of the original three sites 
within San Clemente Canyon were used for mitigation. 

Any petition for reconsideration of this Certification amendment must be filed with the 
State Water Resources Control Board within 30 days of certification action (23 CCR § 
3867). If no petition is received, it will be assumed that City of San Diego has accepted 
and will comply with all conditions of the Certification. Failure to comply with all 
conditions of this Certification may result in enforcement actions against the City of San 
Diego.
